The  1929  winter  v-heat  area  in  13  countries  has  "been  reported  at 
117,039,000  acres,  or  a  decrease  of  4  per  cent  from  the  121,532,000  acres 
in  1923,  when  they  represented  approximately  50  per  cent  of  the  estimated 
world  total  winter  and  spring  acrea^'e  outside  of  Russia  and  Cliina.  Farm- 
ers in  the  United  States  have  indicated  their  intentions  to  decrease  the 
durum  wheat  acreage  by  19,5  per  cent  as  compared  with  the  area  harvested 
in  1928,  "but  intend  to  increase  the  spring  wheat  other  than  dur-um  "by  8.3 
per  cent.     The  statement  of  farmers'  intentions  to  plant  is  not  a  fore- 
cast of  acreage  that  will  actually  he  planted.     The  1928  duriun  acreage 
was  5,711,000  acres  and  on  the  "basis  of  reported  intentions  to  plant,  the 
1929  acreage  would  he  5,404,000  acres.     The  1928  area  of  spring  v;heat 
other  than  dur^ra  was  14,834,000  acres  and  planting  intentions  indicate 
an  area  of  15,059,000  acres  in  1929.     See  tahle,  page  473. 

Additional  reports  received  from  Algeria  hring  the  wheat  area 
there  up  to  3,284,000  acres.    The  International  Institute  of  Agricult^are 
reports  that  the  wheat  area  in  Morocco  pp-pears  to  he  somewhat  greater 
than  last  year,  altho-ugh  an  estimate  is  not  yet  available.    The  sowings 
of  durm  wheat  are  approximately  equal  to  last  year,  "but  an  increase  of 
about  one-foui^th  is  recorded  for  other  varieties. 

European  crop  conditions 

Efforts  are  being  m,ade  to  push  ahead  the  spring  field  work  in 
Eiiropean  countries  which  had  been  delayed  by  the  lateness  of  the  season, 
according  to  a  cable  to  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economdcs  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  L.  Y,  Steere  at  Berlin.  There 
were  scattered  rs.lns  over  Europe  during  the  week  ended  March  28,  but  re- 
ports of  insufficient  moisture  are  quite  frequent.    The  v/ea,ther  during 
the  week  was  mihl  over  m.ost  of  Europe  excepting  in  the  northern  regions. 
Pola.nd,  East  Prussia  and  Hungary  were  the  only  countries  where  night 
frost  occurred.

The  1928  whoat  production  in  48  co-antries  has  been  reported  at 
3,599,151,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  5^4  per  cent  over  the  production 
of  3,510,057,000  bushels  in  these  coujitries  in  1927.     The  1928  production 
in  Urtiguay  is  estimated  at  15,215,000  bushels,  or  132,000  bushels  below 
the  1927  production,  but  about  5,000,000  bushels  greater  than  either  the 
1925  or  1925  crop.

As  a  res'Lilt  of  the  poor  corn  crop  last  season,  a  significant  de- 
crease is  expected  in  the  1929  corn  acreage  in  ITorth  Caucasus  which  ac- 
counted for  nearly  one-third  of  the  total  U.  S.  S.  R.  corn  area  in  1925. 
The  seed  supplied  to  the  farmers  this  season  has  a  high  percentage  of 
moisture,  reaching  in  some  cases  to  21-22  per  cent,  due  to  rainy  weather 
last  summer  and  to  insufficient  drying  fafilities,  according  to  the 
Russian  paper,  "Bednota,"  of  March  12,  1929.    A  smaller  area  has  "been 
planted  to  corn  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa  for  1938-2S  than  for  the 
preceding  year.     The  crop  gives  promise  of  being  unusually  good,  "barring 
possible  damage  "by  early  frosts. 

There  was  a  reaction  to  considera'bly  cooler  weather  in  Argentina 
for  the  week  ended  March  25,  according  to  the  United  States  WeaVner 
Bureau,  though  the  mee.n  temperature  of  68°  was  only  1    "below  normal* 
Generally  fair  weather  continued,  with  a  total  weekly  rainfall  of  only

An  extension  of  the  area  devoted  to  leaf  tobacco,  so-^called  "yellow' 
tobacco  of  the  Oriental  cigarette  types,  is. planned  this  season  in  the 
Kuban  a.nd  ^lack  Sea  districts  of  Worth  Caucasus,  according  to  tne  Riassian 
paper,  "Economic  Life,"  of  February  26  and  Mardi  2,  1929.    The  area  to  be 
sown  is  being  increased  from  37,600  acres  in  1928  to  52,500  acres  in  1929. 
These  two  districts  accounted  for  38  per  cent  of  the  total  Russian  acreage 
in  1928,  when  approximately  99, '"'00  acres  were  planted  to  "yellow"  tobacco, 
yielding  a  crop  of  57,033,000  pounds,  according  to  the  "Statistical  Re- 
view" of       S.  S.  H,,  ITo,  11,  192R,     In  1927,  a  croTO  of  76,720,000  potinds 
was  produced  from  an  area  of  appro xim.ately  100,000  acres.     Contracts  are 
to  be  made  with  growers  for  about  38,000  acres  of  the  area  to  be  sown  in 
the  KiJ-ban  and  Black  Sea  districts  and  various  measures  of  assistance  to 
the  growers  are  formulated, 

"So  information,  however,  is  given  on  the  price  situation,  which 
was  unsatisfactory  during  the  1927-28  procuring  season,  when  the  prices 
actually  paid  to  the  growers  in  the  Kub.an  district,  for  instance,  were  11 
per  cent  belcm  the  average  official  prices.    In  other  regions  of  Ui  So  S. 
R,  this  disparity  v^as  even  greater.     Complaints  were  also  made  by  growers 
in  a  number  of  instances  during  the  past  season,  of  the  unsatisfactory 
labor  situation,  due  to  the  legislative  restriction  on  the  use  of  hired 
labor.    There  has  also  been  observed  in  1927  and  1928  a  considerable  turn-

Supplies  of  cattle  at  Canadian  stock  yards  during  Fehruary  were 
about  9,000  fewer  than  during  the  same  mtoth  last  year,  while  supplies  for 
the  first  two  months  of  the  year  were  98,000  in  1929  contj^red  with  114,000 
in  1928.     The  continued  meager  offerings  have  tended  to  offset  the  effect 
of  a  slow  demand  and  brought  about  an  upv/ard  price  movement  tov/ard  the 
close  of  the  month,  states  the  "Review".     Supplies  of  calves  were  much  . 
lighter  than  last  year.    The  average  price  for  all  kinds  of  cattle  at 
Toronto  in  February  1929  was  $3.20  per  100  pounds  con^ared  with  $8.45  in 
1928,  and  $5,37  in  1927  for  the  same  month.     The  average  price  at  Winnipeg 
for  all  cattle  in  February  was  $6.80  per  100  po-onds  in  1929  compared  with 
$5,73  in  1928  and  $4.72  in  1927,     Cattle  slaughterings  at  inspected  es- 
tablishments in  February  1929  were  about  1,400  more  than  for  the  same 
month  last  year,  and  for  the  first  two  months  of  the  year  5,200  more.  The 
slaughterings  of  calves,  however,  fell  off  over  5,000  in  February  and  also 
for  the  first  two  months.    Exports  of  cattle  to  the  United  States  were

Sales  at  stock  yards  were  well  below  those  of  February  1928,  while 
inspected  slaugiiter,  estimated  at  208,000  head,  was  16  per  cent  below  the 
figures  of  a  yea^r  ago.

PRICES  LOTSER  AT  LOl'IDOlI  WOOL  SALES:      The  London  wool  sales  closed 
on  March  20  with  all  prices  "below  the  close  of  the  previous  sale  on  Jan- 
uary 30,  according  to  a  ca'Dlegrara  received  in  the  Foi^eign  Service  of  the 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  the  J^nerican  Agricultural  Cominis- 
sioner.  at  London.     The  rates  of  decline  were:    Merinos  and  scoured  cross- 
"breds  5  per  cent,  slipes  5  to  7-1/2  per  cent,  medram  and  low  greasy 
cross"breds  7-l/2  to  10  per  cent,  fine  greasy  cross'breds  and  Punt  a  Arenas 
wools  10  per  cent.    Prices  of  all  grades  of  wool  showed  declines  from  the 
level  at  the  opening  of  the  sales  on  March  6,  except  ?0»s  and  46 's,  which 
remained  the  same.     The  greatest  declines  were  on  56' s  and  58' s,  which 
were  4  cents  under  the  opening  prices,    America  "boaght  a'bout  1,000  hales 
of  greasy  Hew  Zealand  wool  of  48 's  and  50' s  quality. 


THE  EOREICtIT  PORX  MAHKET  SITUATIOIT 

Additional  reductions  in  hog  mar"k:etings  and  upward  price  movements 
were  noted  during  February  and  March  in  both  the  United  States  and  the 
European  Continent,  according  to  information  available  in  the  Foreign  Ser- 
vice of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.     In  Great  Britain  there  was 
a  marked  reduction  in  continental  supplies  of  cured  pork,  with  prices  in- 
creasing the  lead  of  the  current  season  over  last  year.     Increased  firm- 
ness appeared  also  in  the  British  lard  market.     Germany  reflected  contin- 
ental supply  conditions  with  continued  decreases  in  hogs  marketed  and 
slaughtered,  with  prices  moving  upward,  and  the  lard  market  firm  to  -stronger 

Trade  figures  indicate  a  general  shrinkage  of  volume  in  United  States 
pork  exports  and  European  imp6rts  as  against  January,  and  in  many  cases,  as 
against  February  1928  also.    With  respect  to  comparisons  with  January,  how- 
ever, the  fact  that  February  contained  only  28  days  should  be  considered. 
In  all  probability  there  was  somewhat  less  shrinkage  in  the  international 
pork  trade  during  February  as  against  the  January  volume  than  the  available 
figures  seem  to  indicate,  although  there  were  som.e  definite  reductions  be- 
low last  year's  levels.     In  any  case,  United  Sta.tes  exports  of  bacon  and 
lard  continue  to  run  ahead  of  those  of  last  season,  while  hams  and  shoulders- 
are  not  far  behind  1927-28  fi^^res.    From  the  point  of  view  of  receipts  into 
European  consuming  countries,  the  larger  proportion  coming  from  the  United 
States  this  season  as  against  last  wasnot  materially  altered  during  Febru-

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Great  [Britain 

The  Fe"braary  decline  in  British  imports  of  cured  pork  placed  total 
imports  of  hacon  at  68,612,000  pounds,  a  decline  of  more  than  19,000,000 
po^onds  "below  the  January  total  and  the  smallest  for  a.ny  month  since  June 
1925.    Up  to  the  end  of  January,  imports  for  the  ciarrent  season  since  ITo- 
vemher  1  were  slightly  ahead  of  a  year  ago.     Including  the  Fehruary  total, 
however,  places  the  acconralation  for  the  season  at  a  point  4.6  per  cent 
"below  the  1927-28  season.     Smaller  receipts  from  continental  sources,  in- 
cluding Der-mark  trxt  excluding  IJetherlands,  account  for  the  "bulk  of  the  de- 
cline as  against  "both  January  and  the  season  1927-28,    The  United  States 
continues  .to  enjoy  a  larger  share  of  the  trade  this  season  as  against  that 
of  last  year, 

Fe"bruary  bacon  imports  from  Denmark  dropped  to  41,508,000  pounds, 
a  decline  of  more  than  7,000,000  pounds  "below  January',  and  nearly 
12,500,000  po^jjids  "below  Fe"bruary  1928,    The  c-oi-rent  figure  is  the  smallest 
of  any  month  since  December  1926  and  puts  the  season's  total  imports  from 
Denmark  12,8  per  cent  "below  the  same  period  of  last  season.    Receipts  from 
the  ITetherlands  in  Fe"br^aary,  at  8,435,000  pounds,  were  a"bout  the  same  as 
in  the  preceding  month,  making  the  total  for  the  season  so  far  from  that 
source  about  10,000,000  po-'onds  larger  than  last  year.    Jebraary  supplies 
from  the  Irish  Free  State  were  maintained  at  5,669,000  pounds,  a  point 
slightly  ahead  of  the  preceding  month  and  a  year  earlier..    The  season's 
total  from  that  source  shows  an  advance  of  19  per  cent  over  1927-28, 

Receipts  of  bacon  from  the  United  States  continue  to  ran  ahead  of 
last  year  in  spite  of  the  drop  of  about  1,000,000  pounds  in  the  February 
figores  below  those  of  January,    The  cumulative  total  to  February  28  was 
10.5  per  cent  larger  than  for  the  corresponding  period  of  last  season. 
For  the  cnarrent  season  to  the  end  of  Febraary,  receipts  from  the  United 
States  represented  5  per  cent  of  the  total  British  bacon  imports  against 
5,1  per  cent  in  the  same  months  of  the  1927-28  season.    Receipts  from 
CaAada  to  date  were  41,6  per  cent  below  last  year. 

Total  ham  imports  into  United  Kingdom  for  February,  at  8,232,000 
pounds,  were  about  equal  to  those  of  January  but  3cm.ewhat  below  February 
1923,    The  season's  total,  however,  the  bulk  of  which  comes  from  the 
United  States,  continues  slightly  laX'/'^T  thau  last  year,    Liverpool  stocks 
of  haas,  bacon  and  shoulders  on  February  28  showed  the  usual  slight  in- 
crease over  January  31  levels,  but  were  mov©  than  500,000  pounds  below  a 
year  ago. 

The  strengthening  prices  for  American  cured  pork  products  in  Great 
Britain  during  March  regained  most  of  the  ground  lost  in  February,  and 
most  items  remain  well  above  the  levels  of  a  year  ago,  according  to  in- 
formation cabled  by  Agricultural  Comroissionor  Foley  at  london.     For  in- 
stance, jimerican  short  cut  green  hams  reached  ^24,98  per  100  pounds  at 
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Liverpool  for  the  week  ended  March  27,  a  point  $1.90  above  the  March 
average,  which  exceeded  that  of  March  1928  by  $4.80.     In  American  green 
"bellies  the  figare  for  the  week  noted  was  $18.79,  against  $18,55  for  the- 
whole  month,  and  $16.08  during  March  of  last  year.    The  price  of  Danish 
Wiltshire  sides  has  "been  rising  fairly  steadily  since  Jan-oary, 

British  lard  imports  for  Fehruary  retained  the  lead  of  this  season 
over  last,  but  the  total  of  29,750,000  po'onds  was  more  tlian  6,000,000 
pounds  iinder  Janmry  imports.     ?or  the  season  to"  February  28,  lard  imports 
were  5  per  cent  larger  than  for  the  same  period  of  last  season.     Stocks  at - 
Liverpool  at  the  end  of  J'ebruary  were  seasonally  3 lightly  larger  than  a 
month  earlier,  but  still  below  those  of  last  yeejr'.     The  heavier  consiamp- 
tion  indicated  was  accompanied  by  a  February  price  level  at  'Liverpool  av- 
eraging 60  cents  per  100  pounds  above  that  of  last  year,  although  slightly 
raider  levels  of  January  1929.     In  March,  however,  additional  strength  ap- 
peared in  the  iird  market,  with  an  average  for  the  month  at  $13.96,  a  gain 
of  92  cents  over  March  1928,    The  average  for  the  week  ended  March  27,  at 
$13.80,  was  10  cents  below  the  average  for, the  whole  month. 

In  fresh  pork,  supplies  to  the  end  of  .Febr-uary  were  somewhat  under 
those  of  a  year  ago.    At  the  London  Central  Markets,  the  short  m.onth  re- 
sulted in  the  usual  Fe'^uary  decline  .below  January  in  receipts  of  British 
and  Irish  fresh  pork,  but  this  year  the  February  figure  of  6,799,000 
po-unds  was  also  lander  that  of  last  year.     The  reduction  below  Febrmry 
1928  in  those  figures  was  responsible  for  the  season's  cumulative  total 
going  below  that  of  last  season.    Fresh  pork  supplies  are  well  into  the 
seasonal  period  of  decline,  but  the  figures  for  receipts  of  fat  pigs  at 
representative  British  markets,  which  continue  slightly  larger  than  last 
year,   indicate  no  great  decline  below  last  season  in  fresh  pork  supplies 
for  the  immediate  future.    Prices  received  for  porkers  in  good  confiition 
have  boon  fairly  satisfactory  to  producers.

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The  generally  higher  (jcrniaii  hog  prices  of  the  c-urrent  season  were 
carried  t'nro^o^h  Marf±.,  -svith  the  Berlin  average  for  heavy  hogs  rea-chiiig 
$16,32  per  IGC  po-'jn'3s  during  the  .week  ended  March  27.  •  T}iat  figure  was .

The  G-ernan  inrports  of  lard  for  the  se-ison  co.ntinue  to  exceed  those 
of  a  year  ago  in  spite  of'  imports,  for  Februai'y  reaching  only  13,559,000 
po^ands  against  24,-592,000  po^jinds  in  Jsnvsxy  and  15,375,000  pounds  for  Feb- 
ruary 1928,    The  season's,  lead  over  la-^t  year  was  reduced  to  25.4  per  cent 
against  nearly  40  per  cent  at  the  end  of  January.    The  bulk  of  the  G-erman 
lard  L-irports  cor:e  from  the  United  States.'   In  lard  prices,  a  somewhat  sea- 
sonal increase  appeared  in  Inarch,  with  the  Hamb-'jrg  average  for  the  week 
ended  J.larch  27  reaching  $14.44  per  100  pounds.     The  average  for  all  of 
March  reached  $14,51,  axi  increase  of  57  cents  ever  February  and  of  "9 
cents  over  :.Iarch  last  year.

Denmark  and  Netherlands 

Preliminary  retiirns  indicate  that  Danish  "bacon  exports  for  Pehru- 
ary  went  down  to  33,284,000  poimds,  the  -lowest  for  any  month  since  May 
1926,     The  current  figure  was  not  only  more  than  7,500,000  po-unds  -under 
Jammry,  hut  also  17,000,000  poimds  under  Februai-y  1928.    The  Fehruary 
records  leave  the  total  for  the  season  to  the  end  of  that  month  10.8  per 
cent  below  the  corresponding  months  of  the  1927-28  season.    The  reduction 
in  export  has  been  accompanied  by  a  t'-ndency  toward  higher  prices  in  the 
British  market.     In  the  Netherlands,  recent  reports  have  been  mentioning 
some  increased  interest  in  pork  production  o?/ing  to  the  upward  movement 
in  hog  prices.     The  c^orrent  bacon  export  trade,  however,  appears  to  be 
fairly  steady  at  the  volume  of  recent  months. 

United  States  and  Canada. 

A  reduced  inspected  hog  slauglritcr  for  February  is  more  or  less 
usual  in  the  United  ^tates  and  Canada,  but  the  United  States  figure  of 
4,478,000  head  was  1,302,000  head  below  the  slaughter  of  a  year  ago. 
Por  the  season  to  Pebr-;ary  28,  however,  current  slaughter  ^igiu-es  con- 
tinue to  rotain  a  slight  lead  over  the  1927-28  season.    The  higher  hog 
prices  which  accompanied  the  sm.aller  marketings  of  lebruary  were  carried 
into  March.     On  the  ba&is  of  packers'  and  shippers'  Chica,go  quotations, 
hogs  averaged  $11.49.  per  100  pounds  for  the  period  March  1  -  23  against 
the  February  average  Of  $10.19  per  100  pounds,  and  showed  an  increase  of 
a-bout  $3.40  over  the  average  of  March  1928.     Corn  prices,  however,  ad- 
va^nced  only  slightly,  the  March  1-25  average  of  No,  3  yellow  at  Chicago 
being  only  $1.70  per  100  po^jjids  against  $1,68  per  100  poijuids  for  February 
and  about  $1.80  a  year  ago.    The  March  fig\ires  available  indicate  roughly 
increases  over  February  of  12.7  per  cent  and  1.2  per  cent  respectively 
for  hogs  and  corn,  resulting  in  a  ftirther  improvemient  in  the  corn-hog""^ 
ratio.    When  comiparod.  with  March  1328,  the  current  hog  prices  show  an  ad- 
vance of  about  42  per  cent,  while  corn  shows  a  decline  of  some  5.5  per 
cent . 

A  reduction  in  lard  exports  during  February  contributed  to  the 
larger  stocks  on  hand  at  the  end  of  tha,t  month,  but  did  not  prevent  an 
increase  in  Chicago  lard  prices  during  Iviarch.    Exports  for  February  de- 
clined 24,000,000  pounds  and  14 , 000, 000  pounds  respectively  below  the 
preceding  m.onth  and  February  1928.     The  rediiction  placed  total  lard  ex- 
ports for  the  season  at  a  point  only  17,8  per  cent  ahead  of  last  season 
against  the  lead  of  about  33  per  cent  registered  as  of  January  31.  Pre- 
liminary figures  on  the  cold  storage  stocks,  of  lard  in  the  United  States 
on  February  28  indicate  gains  over  the  preceding  m.onth  of  24.1  per  cent 
and  over  a  year  ago  of  44.6  per  cent.    An  increase  in  February  stocks  is 
somewhat  seasonal,  and  the  cui'rent  fig^are  is  in  keeping  v/ith  the  gener- 
ally heavier  stocks  this  year  as  against  last.     In  the  light  of  that 
condition,   it  is  interesting  to  note  t"nat  prices  at  Chicago  have  held  up 
over  those  of  last  season  consistently.     The  Chicago  average  of  prime 
steam  western  for  the  period  JAarch  1  -22  reached  $13,25  per  100  pounds, 
an  advance  of  50  cents  over  Januiiry  and  February  and  $1.75  above  March  1928, 
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Lard  exports  to  C-reat  Britain,  the  largest  single  export  market, 
totaled  IS, 976, GOO  po-onds  in  I'etvsB.rv- ,    l'hfl.t  fig^ire  v/as  a  decline  of  rxore 
than  9,00C, 000  pomids  below  January  and  7,657,000  pounds  "below  last  year's 
exports.    The  sinaller  Jebr-aary  fig-jre  practically  eliminated  the  lead  of 
the  c-arrent  seasoii's  exports  over  those  of  192"= lii  ths.;  trade  ^^-ith 
G-err.any,  Fehraary  lard  exports  were  down  to  15,126,000  pounds,  a  decrease 
Delow  Pebr-oary  1928  of  4,500,000  pounds.    The  season's  total,  however, 
held  its  lead  over  1927-23  and  stood  at  43.6  per  cent  on  Febr-jary  23.  The 
trade  in  lard  with  Cuba,  the  largest  non-E'jxopean  buyer  of  the  American 
product,  v.'as  down  also  in  yebr-aa.ry  as  against  the  preceding  mont?i  and  a 
year  ago.    The  season's  total  for  that  coijjitry,  however,  stands  at 
30,411,000  pounds,  an  increase  of  9.3  per  cent. 

The  reduced  c-ured  pork  exports  for  February  include  a  total  f ignore 
for  bacon  of  11,235,000  pounds.     That  fig^jxe,  however,'  indicates  a  slight 
lead  over  the  san:e  month  of  1928,  and  the  cijimilat ive  figure  for  the  sea- 
son so  far  is  7.S  per  cent  in  excess  of  last  season.    The  4,053,000  pounds 
sent  to  G-reat  Britain,  v,hile  slightly  below  Jajiuary,  were  611,000  pounds 
ahead  of  last  year,  and  the  season's  total  on  Febr-j^-y  28  exceeded  1927-28 
by  27.2  per  cent.    Bacon  exports  to  G-orinany  were  again  relatively  srns.ll  at 
702,000  po'jjads  against  1,504,000  pounds  earlier.     The  season's  total  ex- 
ports to  C-ermany  amo^ont  to  only  45.2  per  cent  of  the  total  for  the  same 
period  of  last  season.    Exports  to  ,C\iba,  at  1,049,000  pounds,  contributed 
to  the  general  decline  below  January  and  v;ere  also  under  those  of  last 
year.     Total  bacon  exports  to  Cuba  for  the  season  stood  at  5,164,000 
po-jinds  on  February  28  against  6,282,000  pounds  last  year. 

The  Febru^y  reduction  in  exports  of  hams  and  shoulders  put  the 
total  for  the  season  below  1927-28.    The  February  exports  reached  only 
7,680,000  po-jnds,  which  put  the  season's  total  to  the  end  of  that  month 
7.8  per  cent  below  last  year.     The  smaller  exports  to  Great  Britain,  at 
7,335,000  pounds,  were  m.ore  than  5,000,000  potsiids  below  exports  of  Febru- 
ary 1928,     Cuba  and  CaJiada  have  been  taking  about  equal  shares  of  the 
United  States  ham  and  shoulder  exports  in  recent  months  but  the  combined 
Febr-j;ary  exports  to  those  countries  totaled  only  899,000  pounds  in  the 
month  under  review  against  1,202,000  pounds  a  year  earlier,  when  Cuba 
alone  took  808,000  pounds.    Total  exports  to  Cuba  for  the  ciorrent  season 
so  far  stand'at  2,294,000  pcands  against  2,984,000  pounds  in  1927-28. 

In  Canada,  February  inspected  hog  slaughterings  stood  at  203,000 
head  against  249,000  in  January  and  248,000  a  year  eaj-lier.    The  season's 
total  to  February/  23  was  below  that  of  last  year  to  the  extent  of  9,1  per 
cent,    Canadian  fig^jxes  indicate  that  hog  exports  to  the  United  States 
were  alraost  negligible  during  Febnoary  against  over  5,000  so  exported  a 
year  earlier.     Sales  at  Canadian  stock  yards  were  about  18  per  cent  belo?^ 
t^ose  of  Febi-^jary  1928.    The  market  showed  considerable  strength  with 
prices  moving  upward.    February  prices  averaged  from  50  cents  to  75  cents 
per  100  pounds  above  those  of  the  corresponding  month  last  year.

Foreign  Crops  and  Markets,  J^arch  5,1929, 
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A  general  irnproveir.ent  in  the  factors  affecting  the  imme-diate  demand 
for  American  agr ic^alt-jral  prod-'j.cts  in  i>jrope  accctapanied  the  milder  wea- 
ther experie:.ced  during  Viarch,  according  to  information  received  in  the 
Foreign  Service  of  the  B-oreau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  American  ag- 
ricult\u*al  commissioners  abroad^  from  the  .Department  of  Commerce,  and 
other  sources.     In  hoth  Great  Britain  and'coiSt inental  co-antries,  improved 
land  and  W^ter  transport  hag    had  a  good  effect  upon  "business,  and  the 
open  v/eather  is  co-anted  "opon  to  reduce  the  lUiemployment  figures  as  "build- 
ing programs  and  the  delayed  agricultural  season  get  under  xay,  a  move- 
r.ent  which  proceeded  rapidly  through  J.larch^     The  unprecedented  cold  of 
Januaiy  and  Feor-aary  is  said  to  have  delayed  the  European  spring  farm  work 
for  the  better  part  of  a  month,  and  caused  more  than  usual  injury  to  win- 
ter cereals  in  some  areas. 

In  Great  Sritain,  the  leading  foreign  market  for  J^merican  agricul- 
t-aral  products,  general  ind^ostrial  conditions  for  llardh  appear  to  oe  little 
if  any  "better  than  those  of  a  year  ago,  in  spite  of  some  increased  activity 
in  coal,  iron  and  steol,  and  other  important  industries.     In  financial  and 
industrial  circles,  a  certain  amour.t  of  credit  restriction  is  in  evidence, 
and  uncertainty  regarding  the  future  is  prevalent  in  connection  with  the 
approaching  general  election,  the  outcome  o'f  the  reparations  negotiations, 
and  develophients  in  the  United  States  money  market.     On  the  continent, 
American  and  British  financial  influences  .3xe  credited  with  having  caused 
an  almost  ^jLniversal  stringency  in  the  money  markets,  a  continuation  of 
which  is  viewed  in  some  quarters  as  probably  resuHing  :ji  a  ch^ck  on  in- 
dustrial development,  especially  in  those  countries  There  capital  is  al- 
ready scarce  or  where  a  tendency  toward  slackening  in  industry  is  evident. 
Money  rates  continued  to  strengthen  up  to  the  end  of  March.     In  Germany, 
business  experienced  a  f-arther  general  decline  during  February  and  March. 
In  central  Europe  a  persistent  slowing  down  of  activity  was  evident  up  to  the 
middle  of  March,  with  Czechoslovax:ia  resisting  the  g-^neral  tendency  better 
than  m.ost  of  its  neighbors.    As  yet,  however,  businecs  continues  to  be 
well  maintained  or  improved  in  Italy,  France,  Belgiui.-:,  ITether lands,  and 
Scandinavia. 

Great  Britajjx 

Commercial  and  industrial  activity  in  Great  Britain  d^oring  February 
and  Inarch,  incl-ading  iron,  steel,  and  textiles,  maintained  the  advance 
noted  over  the  closing  months  of  1928,    Work  is  in  progress  also  on  new 
ships  and  on  additional  output  of  electric  goods  and  automobiles,  Ibploy- 
ment  figures,  however,  show  that  the  present  scale  of  activity,  while 
better  than  recent  months,  continues  below  that  of  a  year  ago.  Over 
100,000  more  workers  th^an  last  year  have  been  registered  as  unemployed 
d-jring  m.ost  of  the  recent  weeks,  and  the  stoppage  of  work  by  extremely 
cold  weather  temporarily  increased  unemployment  to  nearly  1,500,000  as  of 
Fe^r^aary  IS,  a  fi^cj:e  more  thian  300,000  larger  than  a  year  ago.    By  March 
3,  however,  the  1929  fig-^re  was  down  to  1,387,000. 
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In  the  important  agricult-iral  rr^rkets,  wheat  was  easier  after  mld- 
Fehri^ary,  with  May  futures  at  Liverpool  as  of  March  28  ahout  23  cents  he- 
low  last  year's  levels.    A  year  ago  Idverpool  futures  were  moving  upward 
as  a^-ainst  the  present  downward  trend.     The  cotton  market  of  early  March 
showed  some  additional  strength,  with  Manchester  'buying  more  actively  as 
prices  hardened.     The  "Commercial  and  I^inancial  Chronicle"  reports  exports 
of  United  States  cotton  to  Great  Britain  at  1,580,000  hales  for  the  period 
A-^Jg'ust  1  -  March  15,  1928-29,  against  992,000  hales  for  the  corresponding 
period  last  year.     Liverpool  and  Manchester  stocks  of  imerican  cotton  on 
March  15,^1929  are  put  at  800,000  hales  against  593,000  hales  a  year  ear- 
lier.    Coincident  with  the  movement  toward  cotton  textiles  consolidations 
has  come^  a  new  proposal  for  short-time  work  in  the  American  section,  hased 
on  a  35-hour  week  as  against  the  present  48-hour  week.    The  Eg;yptian  sec- 
tion hegan  an  S-hour  period  of  operations  on  32  hours  a  week,  starting 
J'ehruary  18,     In  wool,  prices  of  "both  raw  material  and  semi-manufactures 
have^  shown  a  downward  tendency  in  recent  weeks.     There  vras  some  increase 
.in  the  output  of  wool  textile  mills  in  March,  and  a  hetter  ?tate  of  em- 
ployment prevailed  as  against  January  and  Pehruary.     The  British  miarket 
for  cured  pork  in  March  showed  a  tendency  toward  prices  ahove  those  of 
I'ehriiary,  with  the  range  for  both  m.onths  well  ahove  that  yf  the  same  time 
a  year  ago,  according  to  Information  cahled  hy  Agricultur.al  Commissioner 
J'oley  at  London,    Details  concerning  the  British  pork  maaket  appear  on 
page  447, 

The  market  for  apples,  as  well  as  fresh  fruit  generally,  shored 
some  renewed  strength  early  in  March,  following  the  hreak-up  of  the  un- 
usually severe  Pehruary  weather,    A  generally  depressed  condition  pre- 
vailed during  Fehruary,  although  throughout  that  period  demand  was  rela- 
tively Detter  than  on  the  European  Continent.     During  the  last  half  of 
March,  however,  apple  prices  have  sho'/rn  a  downward  tendency.    Boxed  apples 
continue  in  liberal  siipply,  hut  barreled  stocks  have  been  diminishing, 
oubstan-cial  qijantities  of  deciduous  fruit  from  South  Africa  are  reaching 
British  markets.     The  total  for  the  season  to  date,  however,  is  30  per 
cent  under  that  of  last  season,  according  to  statem.ent3  issued  by  the 
Empire  Marketing  Board.     Receipts  of  oranges  from  both  Spain  and  Palestine 
are  being  held  down  by  production  lighter  than  last  year  and  a  greater 
interest  in  continental  m.arkets.     Tne  Board  reports  arrivals  of  American 
grapefruit  at  aro-!xnd  15,000  bores  weekly  and  anticipates  additional  sub- 
stantial shipments.     The  British  prone  market  for  early  March  was  de- 
scribed as  steady  by  Edwin  Smdth,  the  Bureau's  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe, 
With  only  light  forward  orders.    A  weak  consiuner  demiand  was  showing  up  in 
accurai£l.ating  stocks.    Demand  is  said  to  have  been  especially  duJ.1  in  the 
country  districts,  probably  as  a  result  of  cold  weather,  ■ 


Go 
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■?7eather  and  continued  to  "be  noticealile  d-jring  L!arch,  according  to  infor- 
mation received  from  Aericiiltural  Commissioner  L.  ?.  Steere  at  .Berlin. 
Unemploj-ment  rose  to  nev;  high  levels,  standing  at  2,621,000  a.s  of  I.'arch  1 
against  1,452,000  persons  on-  the  same  date  of  1928,     Such  a  high  current 
unemplo^;^xent  figure  is  recognized  as  "being  of  serious  importance,  tut  it  •■ 
is  pointed  out  that  under  uner.'iploi^Tnent  insursince  the  "bulk  of  those  out  of 
work  receive  from  30  to  60  per  cent  of  their  vrages.    From  one-third  to 
one-half  of  the  increased  uneraplo^^maent  above  seasonal  figures  is  attributed 
to  the  cold  T7eather,  and  substantial  reductions  occurred  during  Msirch  v;rith 
the  res^xiption  of  outside  work,    Among  agricixLtural  interests,  some  com- 
plaint is  hoard  concerning  grain  and  cattle  price's,  both  of  v/hich  are  said 
to  be  -cmproii table.     Considerable  forced  selling  of  underweight  anirnals 
is  reported.    Hog  prices,  on  the  other  hand,  are  v-orr  relatively  favorable 
with  receipts  running  much  smaller  than  last  year. 

A  considera.ble  section  of  German  industry  is  awaiting  some  indi- 
cation of  the  outcome  of  the  Paris  reparations  conference  before  initi- 
ating any  new  developments.     In  the  textile  industry,  sictivity  durir^g 
Pebr^aary  and  March  was  at  about  the  'December  level,  but  rather  widespread 
complaints  of  narrow  profit  margins  have  been  in  evidence  recently,  along 
with  agitation  for  additional  tariff  protection.    The  "Commercial  and 
Financial  Chronicle"  reports  exports  of  American  cotton  to  Germany  at 
1,542,000  bales  for  the  period  August  1  -  March  15,  1926-29  against 
1,585,000  bales  for  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year. 

The  German  wheat  market  diiring  i/Iarch  developed  prices  which  aver- 
aged somewhat  below  Febrijary  levels.    Hamburg .  Quotations  on  domestic 
German,  wheat  ran  ahead  of  last  year  through  January  1-  March  13,  but 
have  been  below  a  year  ago  since  mid-I.'arch.    Exports  to  Germany  of  Amer- 
ican wheat,  including  flour,  reached  <?ct.'57,000  bushels  for  the  months 
July  -  February,  1928-29  a.~ainst  7,2iC,000  bushels  for  the  s'am.e  months 
of  1927-25,    The  strengthening  tendency  noticeable  in  the  German  pork 
market  since  January  has  been  maintained  through  March, according  to  infor- 
mation cabled  by  I.'r.  Steere,     See  page  448  for  details, 

3y  I.'arch  1  the  German  apple  auctions  began  to  show  signs  of  re- 
covery from  the  d'ollness  incidental  to  the  -anus'jally  cold  weather  of 
Jan-aary  and  February,    As  March  advanced,  Am.erican  boxed  and  barreled 
apples  found  their  outlets  broadening,  with  a  distinct  improvement  evi- 
dent in  prices,  especially  for  boxed  stock.    Toward  the  end  of  the  ' 
month,  however,  heavy  supplies  had  weakened  prices.     In  general,  con- 
tinental movements  of  fresh  fruit  suffered  a  relatively  greater  hind- 
rance from  wsathsr  conditions  than  was  tr'ae  in  Great  Britain.     In  prunes, 
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the  KamlDurg  market  experienced  some  increased  demand  for  large  coimts  in 
Febriiary,  according  to  Consul  Ravndal  at  that  port.    Hamb-urg  appears  more 
willing  to  do  business  at  California  prices  and  some  contracts  were  closed 
for  March  -  April  delivery,  but  some  uncertainty  persists  regarding  price 
tendencies.     Total  imports  of  prunes  into  Germany  this  season  are  well 
ahead  of  a  year  ago,  with  a  considerably  larger  share  coming  from  the 
United  States. 

Frauce 

The  French  financial  and  industrial  situation  continued  strong 
during  February  and  March.    Comm.erce  and  industry  have  been  active  in 
spite  of  the  •onusually  cold  weather  experienced  during  m.ost  of  the  period 
indicated,  according  to  Mr,  Steere,  with  some  increase  in  the  upward 
tendency  noticeable,  particularly  in  iron  and  steel  and  coal.    Labor  is 
universally  well  employed,  with  some  possibility  of  a  shortage  later  in 
the  spring  as  outdoor  work  becomes  more  general.    Late  reports  indicate 
some  betterrae^at  of  the  situation  in  both  spinning  and  weaving  branches  of 
the  cotton  ifext-ile  industry.    An  unofficial  source  reports  United  States 
exports  of,  raw  cotton  to  France  at  698,000  bales  for  the  period  August  1  - 
March  22,  1928-29  against  741,000  bales  for  the  corresponding  period  of 
last  season.     Stocks  of  all  cotton  at  Havre  on  March  22  were  under  those 
of  a  year  earlier,    France  has  been  a  relatively  light  importer  of  wheat 
this  season  so  far,  but  additional  requirements  are  expected  to  develop 
during  the  next  few  months, 

Italy 

Reports  from  Italy  during  February  and  March  continued  to  point 
out  a  condition  of  slow  but  steady  progress  toward  higher  levels  of  in- 
dustrial activity,  Mr.  Steere  states.     'i.he  iron,,  'electrical,  leather, 
paper,  chemicals,  and  textiles  industries  report  a  generally  -satisfactory 
maintenance  of  previous  levels  with  some  recent  improvement.    Exports  of 
Ajnerican  cotton  to  Italy  a,re  running  ahead  of  those  of  last  year.  The 
situation  in  other  important  lines,  such  as  hats,'  is  less  satisfactory 
than  those  cited,  but  the  general . outlook  is,  nevertheless,  relatively 
favorable.    Reports  continue  to  indicate  the  possibility  of  at  least 
local  damage  to  certain  fruits,, and  vegetables,  and  possibly  to  winter 
cereals,  as  a  result  of  the  extremely  cold  weather  of  February,  but  there 
is  no  indication  as  3/et  that  such  damage  will  be  severe.    Italy  has  been 
a  heavy  importer  of  wheat  so  far  this  season,  and  still  has  large  re- 
quirements to  meet,  although  possibly  not  so  large  as  in  the  same  period 
of  last  season. 
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3elf:i'jri 

Hhe  "better  ousiness  situation  in  3elgrj:n  is  "being  generally  v;ell 
maintained  and  the  outlook  soenis  promising.     The  important  iron  and  coal 
industries,  Mr.  Steere  reports,  are  very  well  occupied  and  -svell  supplied 
with  advance  orders.    Coal  stocks  have  "been  worked  doTm  to  a  low  level. 
The  cherrdcal  and  automobile  industries  are  also  well  "booked  up  with  -un- 
filled orders.    Siiiployment  is  relatively  satisfactory  and  "better  than 
last  year  at  this  time.     In  spite  of  some  coinplaint  regarding  profits, 
the  Belgian  coti^on  textile  industry  appears  to  be  able  to  compete  to 
good  advantage  on  world  markets,  and  both  spinning  and  weaving  establish- 
ments are  operating,  at  relatively  high  levels.    Consumption  of  raw  cotton 
in  the  past  six  months  has  been  even  larger  than  in  the  corresponding 
periods  of  1927  and  1926,    Belgian  imports  of  bread  grains  this  season 
are  on  a  level  with  those  of  last  year  and  promise  to  be  well  sustained 
during  the  balance  of  the  season. 

I7et  her  lands 

The  generally  sound  business  situation  in  the  ITetherlands  appears 
to  have  been  not  materially  altered  by  the  severe  cold  experienced  during 
Febr-jLary,    Traffic  and  general  transit  trade  throogh  the  country,  however, 
were  seriously  dislocated,  the  import  trade  by  water  with  inland  points, 
especially  western  &erm^^,^,  being  entirely  tied  up.    As  a  res-'jlt,  con- 
siderable congestion  in  Dutch  ports  was  reported,  particularly  in  the 
case  of  grains.    Export  movements  also  were  hampered.     In  industry,  the 
majority  of  lines  upon  which  the  prosperity  of  the  j^'etherlands  depends 
continue  to  report  relatively  high  levels  of  production  and  a  satisfactory 
trend  in  the  development  of  new  business.     The  ship^uildir^  industry  has 
received  new  orders  which  promise  satisfactory  employment  durir^  1929, 
The  cotton  and  v/ool  man^ifacturir^  industries  are  both  well  engaged,  and 
coal  production  is  relatively  large.    The  seme  tone  prevails  in  most 
other  representative  lines. 

Czechosl ovakia 

Allo7/ing  for  us'oal  seasonal  changes  and  for  the  abnormal  effects 
of  the  past  winter  weather,  the  general  business  sit^oaticn  in  Czecho- 
slovakia, barring  some  unsatisfactory  spots  in  the  textile  industry, 
must  be  regarded  as  satisfactory  at  the  begirjiir^  of  March,  according  to 
Mr,  Steere.     Industrial  emplo^^mient  may  be  described  as  generally  good. 
Such  increases  in  unemployment  as  have  occurred  ccn  be  attributed  chiefly 
to  seasonal  factors,  particularly  to  the  severe  cold.    The  enforced  cur- 
tailm.Gnt  of  building  operations  has  left  a  considora"ble  nuuber  of  ad- 
ditional unemployed.     In  the  iron  industry,  some  recent  increases  of  ei:>- 
ployment  are  reported.    Coal  production  continues  on  a  very  high  level; 
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the  metal  industry  reports  good  occupation,  the  machinery  and  automobile 
trades  are  well  occitpied;  the  glass, paper,  chemical,  leather,  and  shoe 
industries  are  all  enjoying  satisfactory  activity.    Conditions  in  the 
textile  industries  continue  somewhat  -oncer tain,  with  the  situation  lack- 
ing luiiformity  in  different  sections  of  the  cotmtry  and  in  different 
hranr-hes  of  the  industry.    The  principal  complaints  appear  to  "be  on 
profits,  as  activity,  particularly  in  cotton  mills,  still  appears  to  "be 
on  a  rather  high  level,   ,  ^ 

Austria' 

Reports  received  hy  Mr.  Steere  on  business  conditions  in  Austria 
during  February  and  March  are  said  to  be  somewhat  contradictory  and  con- 
fusing.   Unemplo2/ment  has  risen  to  exceptionally  high  figures,  altho-ugh 
trade  and  industrial  reports  continue  relatively  favorable,  even  with 
some  improvement  in  certain  lines.     Tlie  mumber  of  government  supported 
unemployed  stood  at  255,000  on  March  15  s.^ainst  254,000  on  March  1,  and  - 
244,200  on  March  1,  1928.    The  situation  in  the  Austrian  iron  and  coal 
industries  is  apparently  very  satisfactory,  partic-alarly  in  the  former, 
which  has  an  unusually  high  volune  of  orders  on  the  books.    The  machinery 
industry  recently  received  important  new  orders  from  Russia.     The  cotton 
textile  Industry  registered  some  improvement  in  activity  during  March. 

Poland .  ■ 

Economic  reports  from  iPoland  indicate  that  industrial  production 
is  mostly  being  iriaintained  at  a  relatively  high  level,  in  spite  of  in- 
creasing firmness  of  the  money  m.arket  and  in  spite  of  the  hampering  ef- 
fect of  the  severe  weather.    Production  in  the  cotton  textile  industry, 
however,  which  was  reduced  in  1928,  has  as  yet  shown  no  indication  of 
improvement.     Some  reports  indicate  that  the  development  of  new  business 
in  other  industries  also  has  been  reflected  in  industrial  operations. 
UnemplojTT.ent  is  reported  to  have  increased  shairply  as  a  result  of  the 
cold,  but  the  latest  figures  available  (January)  indicate  that  the  num- 
ber out  of  work  was  about  10  per  cent  lower  than  a  year  ago. 

Scandinavian  countries  .    ,  ■       ■  ■■■  r     ,  .  ■ 

Swedish  economic  conditions  are  for  the  most  part  generally  en- 
couraging, Mr.  Steere  states.    Employment  is  reported  as  better  than  a 
year  ago,  in  spite  of  the  severe  winter.    Export  trade  is  developing 
favorably  on  the  whole,  even  though  some  items  have  recently  fallen 
slightly  below  figures  for  last  year.    Tne  lumber  market  has  been  quiet 
owing  to  the  delayed  opening  of  the  building  season.    Sweden  promises 
a  relatively  good  market  for  agricultural  products  during  the  coming 
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year.    Buisiness  reports  froni  Derjrarlt  a:re  steadily  assmrdng  a  nore  favor- 
able tone.    The  general  recovery  of  "business,  in  wliicli  asricult'Ore  has 
made  the  outstanding  progress  to  date,  is  now  beginning  to  extend  to  in- 
dustrial lines,    Unenployment  is  considerably  below  last  year's  level  at 
this  tirae,  and  further  improvenient  in  the  general  situation  seems  prob- 
able.   In  ITorway.  affairs  are  apparently  getting  back  to  the  point  where 
some  branches  of  activity  aa-e  again  in  a  rather  satisfactory  position. 
The  paper  suid  canned  goods  industries  are  reported  to  be  doing  good  bus- 
iness.    Tlie  shipping  industry  also  reports  favorable  developments.  The 
herring  fishii^  ind'ostry  in  1928  had  an  outstandingly  good  year. 

Orient 

The  Chinese  demand  for  American  cotton  has  been  comparatively 
lignt  in  recent  weeks,  owing  principally  to  the  more  favorable  contracts 
spinners  are  able  to  make  for  Indian  staple,  according  to  ir-formation 
cabled  by  Agricultural  Commissioner  Nyhus  at  Shanghai.    Cotton  mills  in - 
China  continue  to  operate  at  full  capacity  and  there  is  no  slackenir^  in 
the  demand  for  cotton  yarn.    Mills  are  behind  in  their  deliveries  and  are 
sold  out  until  May  or  J^jne,    Durir^  ?ebr^aary  and  I'^rch  the  excessive 
stocks  of  Chinese  cotton  were  absorbed,  but  there  are  still  available 
large  quantities  of  low  grades.    The  mills  need  some  better  quality 
cotton  and  will  probably  contract  for  the  higher  grades  of  Indian  cotton. 
In  JaDan,  cotton  yarn  production  declined  somewhat  in  Febnaary  due  to  a 
shorter  month  and  to  the  elimination  of  late  night  work  in  some  mills. 
Stocks  of  American  cotton  at  Japanese  ports  on  February  28  were  larger 
tnan  a  year  ago.    An  unofficial  source  reToorts  exports  of  American  cot- 
ton to  both  China  and  Japan  at  1,242,000  bales  for  the  period  Aijgust  1  - 
March  22,  1928-29,  against  803,000  bales  for  the  corresponding  period  of 
last  year. 

Mr.  ITyhus  reports  also  that  the  heavy  imports  of  American  leaf 
tobacco  into  China  d-gring  the  last  quarter  of  1928  probably  will  supply 
the  requirements  of  that  market  for  the  balance  of  the  c-urrent  season. 
The  -ujiusually  heavy  imports  of  that  period  were  stimulated  by  the  ex- 
pectation of  an  increase  of  the  import  duty  in  China  on  Febr'aary  1, 
whicn  did  not  materialize.    A  certain  amo'ont  of  overstocking  has  become 
evident,  especially  among  small  native  dealers,  and  some  fear  is  ex- 
pressed regarding  possible  b-ordensome  stocks  on  hand  next  fall,  when 
the  new  leaf  season  opens.    There  is  a  general  belief,  however,  that, 
provided  cigarette  cons-umption  is  maintained  at  the  current  high  level, 
tnere  will  be  no  excessive  carryover  of  stocks  into  the  new  season. 
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The  luiusual  strength  that  has  characterized  the  foreign  "butter  and 
cheese  markets  dixring  most  of  the  past  winter  has  "been  giving  wa^^  during 
March  to  conditions  of  rather  decided  weakness.     Quotations  on  Danish  and  . 
New  Zealand  butter  in  London  at  the  end  of  March  were  fully  10  per  cent 
lower  than  at  the  end  of  January  when  the  low  X->oint  for  the  winter  is  us- 
ually reached.     With  a  margin  of  14  cents  now  prevailing  in  favor  of  l\few 
York  over  Copenhagen,  importation  of  liutter  is  apparently  "being  prevented 
only  hy  the  lateness  of  this  development.     Earlier  in  the  season  such  a 
comparative  price  situation  would  have  attracted  foreign  supplies  to  our 
markets  as  in  other  recent  years.     During  Fe"bruary  Great  Britain  and  Ger-  ■ 
many  together  imported  76,000,000  pounds  of  butter  as  against  65,000,000 
pounds  during  Fe"bruary  of  last  year  .at  materially  higher  average  prices, 
March  prices  will  average  nearly  5  cents  lower  than  those  of  March  1928. 

As  the  heavy  dairy  output  in  New  Zealand  continues,  the  most  en- 
couraging feature     seen  "^oy  dairy  interests  there  is  the  possibility  that  the 
low  prices  prevailing  and  in  prospect  may  stimulate  consumption  in  the 
European  markets.     A  factor  tending  to  prevent  any  further  weakening  of  the 
foreign  markets  prior  to  the  new  European  season  is  the  lightness  of  stocks 
of  butter  held  in  cold  storage  in  Great  Britain.     These  are  estimated  to 
have  amounted  on  January  1,  1929  to  7,728,000  pounds  against  14,560,000  a 
year  earlier.

Record  dairy  production _Gont  inue s^  in  New  Zealand 


The  output  of  butter  and  cheese  in  New  Zealand  during  the  first  six 
months,  August  -  January,  of  the  current  season  has  been  the  heaviest  on 
record.     The  increase,  on  a  total  butter-fat  basis,  over  the  corresponding 
period  of  the  previous  season  is  9,28  per  cent,  according  to  official  esti- 
mates of  the  New  Zealand  Department  of  Agriculture.     During  January,  the 
latest  month  for  which  figures  are  available,  butter  production  as  indicated 
by  quantities  graded  was  17.1  per  cent  heavier  than  during  Januai^y  1928, 
Cheese  gradings  were  14,3  per  cent  heavier.     Quantities  of  both  butter  and 
cheese  graded  were  only  slightly  less  than  in  December,  the  month  normally 
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shov.int,  peasC  prcdu.ctior.  ;or  their  season.     As  between  December  .and  Jan- 
uary, the  decline  in  b-jtter  grading  this  season  from  23,401,000  pounds ^ 
to  27,193,000  po^wUids  is  slight  as  compared  with  a  decline  from  29,258,000 
po-ands  to  22,224,000  po'cunds  in  the  1927-28  season,  ahd  from  26,049,000 
pounas  to  22,552,000'  pounas  in  1926-27.     Cheese  gradings  were-  29,375,000 
;,.o-ar-ds  in  January  as  against  29,727  ,  000  t)0-Jnds  in  December,  whereas  in 
recent  seasons  declines  similar  to  those  in  butter  gradings  have  occurred. 
Shipments  now  afloat  from  New  Zealand  are  accordingly  heavy.     On  March  16 
the  shipnjents  of  butter  afloat  amounted  to  30,000,000  pounds  as  against 
10,000,000  a  ^ear  earlier  and  16,000,000  po-onds  two  years  agn.     Stocks  of 
cutter  in  New  Zealand  are  lighter  -than  at  this  time  last  season,  amorating 
on  Jan-o^ry  1,  1929  to  47,510,000  pounas  as  ccmiDared  with  52,904,000  pounds 
at  the  same  date  of  last  year.

Victoria,   the  state  in  vvhich  production  has  been  heaviest  in  Aus- 
tralia durinf^  most  of  the  present  season,  '  is  the  only  state  in'  which  pro- 
duct ion  hcas  not  been  sti-Tiulated  by  the  recent  rains  reported  as  late  as 
February  16.     The  output  as  indicated  by  arrivals  at  principal  grading 
ports  '.vas  at  tha.t  time  running  well  ahead  of  a  year  ago  in  all  the  states- 
In  New  South  Wales  some  interference  with  deliveries  was  reported  as  a 
result  of  floods.     VicTtorian  production  alone  has  been  falling  off  notice- 
ably in  recent  weeks  for  lack  of  rain.     Shipments  reported  afloat  from 
Australia  as  of  March  16  amounted  to  13,048,000  pounds  against  12,208,000 
pounds  on  March  17,   1928,  and  8,344,000  pounas  on  March  19,  1927. 

Lecline  in  German  imports 


Imports  cf  butter  into  Germany  amounted  to  22,045,000  pounds  during 
February,  which  was  a  considerable  decline  from  the  30,544,000  pounds  im- 
ported during  January,  even  when  allowance  is  made  for  the"  shortness  of  the 
month.     Recent  interference  with  shipping  caused  by  abnormally  cold  weather 
has  resulted  in  the  diversion  of  some  Eanish  butter  to  British  markets  that 
would  otherwise  have  reached  Germany.     Shipments  to  Germany  by  water  were 
reported  as  late  as  March  3- as  having  been  entirely  cut  off  with  resulting 
disturbance  to  trade.     A  firmer  tendency  is  reported  in  the  German  butter 
market  since  the  b'.ginning  of  the  current  month,  and  there  is  no  apparent 
cause  for  an^.^  further  weakening  of  the  German  market  until  the  domestic 
supplies  are  affected  by  the  new  season  in  April  and  May.         ■       ■  ■

Br i t i sh  imports  lighter  and  stocks  low 

Imports  of  both  butter  and  cheese  into  Great  Britain  were  lighter 
during  February  than  during  the  previous  m.onth,  and  imports  of  butter 
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lighter  than  a  year  ago.    The  total  importation  of  54,000,000  poiJinds  of 
butter  in  February  included  ever  30,000,000  pounds,  or  56  per  cent,  from 
co'ontries  of  the  Southern  Hemisphere,     The  diversion  of  Danish  butter  from 
Germany  to  Great  Britain  had  some-  tendency  to  depress  prices  in  the  Brit- 
ish markets  during  late  February  and  early  f!arch,  but  the  abnormally  cold 
weather  responsible  for  this  condition  is,  of  course,  temporary  in  nature. 
Fnile  stocks  acco-onted  for.  in  Great  Britain  are  reported  as  not  burden- 
some, the  supplies  now  coming  forward  from  Uew  Zealand  are  much  heavier 
than  a  year  a^o  and  Australian  production  is  being  well  maintained  by 
recent  rains.     Shipments  afloat  as  of  March  16  from  countries  of  the 
Southern  Hemisphere  totaled  46,000,000  pounds  as  compared  with  26,000,000 
pounds  on  March  17,  1923,  and  28,000,000  pounas  on  March  19,  1927.
